THE MULTIMODAL TRANSPORTATION OF GOODS 

ORDINANCE, 1992 

No. 18 OF 1992 

Promulgated by the President in the Forty-third Year of the 

Republic of India. 

An Ordinance to provide for the regulation of the multimodal 
transportation of goods, from any place in India to a place 
outside India, on the basis of a multimodal transport contract 
and for matters connected therewith or incidental thereto. 

WUf.rBas Parliamenif) is not in sesstion and the President is satisfied 
that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate 
action. 

Now, THEREFORE, in exiercisc of the 'powers conferred by clase (1) 
of article 123 of the Constitution, the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance; — 


CHAPTER T 
PREUMINARY 

1. (2) This Ordinance may he called the Multimodal Transportation of ghort 
Goods Ordinance. 1992. title,

(?) It shall come into force at once. 

2. In this Ordinance, unless the context otherwise requires, — 

(a) “carrier” means a person who is engaged in the business of 
transporting for hire goods, by road, rail, inland waterways or sea; 

(b) “competent authority” means any person or authority authorised 
by the Central Government, by notification in the Official Gazette, to 
perform the functions of the competent authority under this Ordinance; 

(c) “consignee” means the person named as consignee in the 
multimodal transport contract; 

(d) “consignment” means the goods entrusted to a multimodal 
tremsport operator for multimodal transportation; 

(e) “consignor” means the person, named in Che multimodal trans¬ 
port contract as consignor, by whom or on whose behalf the goods 
covered by such contriict are entrusted to multimodal transport operator 
for multimodal transportation; 

C/) “delivery” means,— 

(i) in the case of negotiable mailtimodRl transport documenti, 
delivering of the consignment to, or placing consignment at the 
disposal of, the consignee or any other person entitled to receive if; 

(ii) in the case of non-negotiable multimodal transport 
document, delivering of the consignment to, or placing consignment 
at the disposal of the consignee or any person authorised by the 
consignee to accept delivery of the consignment on his behalf; 

(s) “endorsee” means the person in wthose favour an endorsement 
is made, and in the case of successive endorsements, the person in whose 
favour the last endorsement is made; 

(h) “endorsement” means the signing by the consignee or the 
endorsee after adding a direction on a negotiable multimodal transport 
document to pass the property in the goods mentioned in such document 
to a specified person; 

(/) “goods” includes—- 

(/) containers, pallets, or similar articles of transport used to 
consohdatc goods; and 

( fl) animals; 

(j) “mode of transport” means carriage of goods by road, rail, 
inland waterways or Sea; 

(k) “multimodal transportation” means carriage of goods by two 
or more modes of transport from the place of acceptance of goods in 
India to a place of the delivery of goods outside India; 

(/) “multimodal transport contract” moans a contract entered into 
by the consignor and the multimodal transport operator for multimodal 
transportation; 
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i,m) multimodal transport operator” means any person who— 

(0 concludes a multimodal transport contract on his own 
behalf or through another person acting on his behalf; 

(it) acts as principal, and not as an agent cithetr of the 
consignor or of the carrier participating in the multimodal trans¬ 
portation, and who assumes resiponsibility for the performance of 
the said contract; and 

(in) is registered under sub-section (I) of section 4; 

in) “negotiable multimodal transport document” means a multimo¬ 
dal transport document) which is— 

(/) made out to order or to bearer; or 

(ii) made out to order and is transferable by endorsement; or 

(hi) made out to bearer and is transferable without endorse¬ 
ment; 

(o) “non-negoUable multimodal transport document” means a 
multimodal transport document which indicates only one named 
consignee; 

(p) “prescribed” means prescribed by rules made under this 

Ordinance; 

iq) “registration” means registration of multimodal transport operator 
tinder sub-section (3) of section 4. 

CHAPFER II 

Regulation of multimodal transportation 

3. No person shall carry on or commence the business of multimodal 
transportation unless he is re^stiered under this Ordinance; 

Provided that a person carrying on the business of multimodal transpor¬ 
tation immediately before the commencememt of this Ordinance, may continue 
to do so for a period of three montilis from such commencement; and if he 
has made an application for registration within the said period, till the disposal 
of such application. 

4. (1) Any person may apply for registration tio the comipetent authority 
to carry on or commence the business of multimodal transportation. 

(2) An application under sub-section (1) shall be made in such form 
as may be prescribed and shall be accompanied by a fee of ten thousand 
rupees. 

(3) On rccbvpt of the application, the competent "jjuthority shall satisfy 
that the applicant fulfils the following conditions, namely: 

(a) (i) that the applicant is a shipping company or a company 
engaged in the business of freight forwarding in India or abroad with a 
minimum annual turnover of fifty lakh rupees during the immediate 
preceding financial year or an average annual turnover of fifty lakh rupees 
during the preceding three financial years as certified by a chartered 
accotmtant within the meaning of the Chartered Accountants Act, 1949;

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(li) that if the applicant is a conipany olilier than the company 
specified in sub-clause (/), the subscribed share capital of such company 
is not less than fifty lakh rupees; 

(6) that the applicant has offices or agents or representatives in 
not less than two other countries, 

and on being so satisfied, register the apphcant as mdltimodal transport 
operator and grant a certificate to it to carry on or commence the business of 
multimodal transpoiTation and the competent autliority may, for reasons to be 
recorded in writing, refuse to grant registration if it is satisfied that the 
apphcant does not fulfil the said conditions. 

(4) A certificate granted under sob-.section ([! ) shall be valid for a 
picriod of one year and may be renewed (from time to time for a further 
penoa of one year at a time. 

(.5) An application for renewal shall be made in such form as may be 
prescribed and shall be accompanied by a fee of two thousand rupees. 

5. The competent authority may, if it is satisfied at any time after 
registration that— 

(a) any statement in, or in relation to, any appU-calion under sub¬ 
section (2) of section 4 or its renewal under sub-section (5) of that sec¬ 
tion, is incorrect or false in any material particular; or 

(b) any of tile provisions of this Ordinance or the rules made there¬ 
under has been contravened by tire multimodal transport operator; or 

(c) the multimodal transport operator has not entered into any multi¬ 
modal transport contract during the preceding two years after his registra¬ 
tion, 

cancel by order the certificate of registration; 

Providad that no such registration shall be cancelled unless tire multimodal 
transport operator has been given a reasonable opportunity of showing cause 
■gainst the proposed action. 

6. (I) Any person aggrieved by an order made by the competent authority 
under section 5 may prefer an appeal to the Central Government within such 
period as may be prescribed. 

(2) No appeal shall be admitted if it is preferred after the expiry of the 
prescribed period; 

Provided that an appeal may be admitted after the expiry of the prescribed 
period if the appellant satisfies the Central Government that he had sufficient 
cause for not prefemng the appeal within the prescribed period. 

(3) Every appieal made under this section shall be made in such form and 
on payment of such fees as may be prescribed and shall be accompanted by a 
copy of the order appealed against, 

(4) On receipt of any such appeal, the Central Government shall, after 
giving the parties a reasonable opportunity of being heard and after making 
such enquiry as it deems proper, make such order as it thinks fit. 
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CHAPTER HI 

Multimodal Iransport Document 


7. {I) Where the consignor and the niultiniodal irafliport operator have 
entered into a contract tor tlic muiiimodai transportation and the mulLiinodal 
transport operator has taken .charge of the goods, he shall, at the option of 
tile consignor, issue a negotiable or non-negotiabie mu.timudal transport docu¬ 
ment. 

(H) ihe multimodal transport documont shall be signed by the muTiraodai 
transport operator or by a person duly authorised by him, 

8. U) Every consignee named in the negotiable or non-negotiable multi¬ 
modal transpon document and every endorsee of such document, as the case 
may tx:, to whom the property in the goods mentioned tirei'ein shad pass, upon 
or by reason of such consignment or endorsement, shah have all lire rigiils and 
liabilities of tlie consignor. 

(2) Nothing contained in sub-section (I) shall prejudice or affect the right 
of the multimodal transport operator to claim freight from the consignor or 
enforce any liabiLty of the consignee or endorsee by reason of his being such 
consignee or endorsee. 

9. The multimodal transport document shall contain tire following parti¬ 
culars, namely;— 

(n) the general nature of the goods, tire leading marks necessary for 
identiflcation of the goods, the character of the goods (including dairgerous 
goods), number of packages or units and the gross weight and quantity 
of the goods; 

(h) apparent condition of the goods; 

(c) the name and principal place of businiess of tire multimodal 
transport operator; 

id) the name of the consignor; 

(e) the name of the consignee, if specified by tire consignor; 

(j) the place and date of taking charge of the goods by the multimodal 
transport operator; 

(g) the place of delivery of the goods; 

(h) the date or the period of delivery of the goods at the place of 
delivery; 

(;) whether it is negatiable or non-negotiable; 

(/) the place and date of its issue; 

(Jc) freight payable by the consignor or the consignee, as the case 
may be; 

{1) the signature of the multimodal transport operator or of a person 
duly authorised by him; 

(m) the intended journey route, modes of transport and places of 
transhipment, if known at the time of its issue; 
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i^n) terms of shifincat and a siatement that the tiocumaat htis been 
issued subject to and m accordance witn dus Ludjnauce, and 

(,oJ any other particulars which tlic parties may agree to insert ni 
tnc uocument, U; any sucti pactrcuiar is not mcousisicni wiUi any law lur 
me tune bemg in tore. 

iO. VVhere tne mulumodal transport opciaUn or a person acting on 
bis bcUun miows, or has reasoriaojo grounds to suspect, tnat me pariicuiais 
lurrusued by me consignor m me mununoual transport docuincni oo not ac¬ 
curately represent the goods acmaliy taKen in ctiarge, or it ne nas uo rcasunao.o 
moans of ciicoking such particulars, tne mmiimoual transport operator or a 
peison actuig on ms berkart shall insert rn the mintimodai transport document 
a reservation spectfymg the inaccuracies, li any, the grounds ol su.spicion or the 
absence of rcasonaOiC means of cheeking the particulars. 

(2j Where the m|<iltinKxial transport operator or a person acting on his 
behalf tails to insert the reservation in the multimodal transpoit document re¬ 
lating to the apparent condition of the goods, he shall be deemed to nave ac¬ 
cepted the goods in apparent good condition. 

H. Save as provided, iu section 10,— 

{a) the multimodal transport document shall be prima jade evidence 
of the tad teat the mulumodal transport operator has taken charge of tee 
goods as desetriibetl in the document; and 

fhj no proof to tee contrary by the multimodal transport operalor 
shall be admissible if the multimodal transport document is issued in 
negotiable form and has been transmitted to the consignee or transferred 
by tee consignee to a third party, if the consignee or the third parly has 
acted in good fmte relying on the description of the goods in the document. 

12, (7) Ihe consignor shall be deemed to have guaranteed to the multi¬ 
modal transport operator the adequacy and accuracy, at the lime the multimodal 
transport operator takes cltargc of the goods, of the particulars referred to in 
clauses (a) and fh) of section 9 as furnished by the consignor for insertion in 
the multimodal transport document. 

(2) The consignor shall indemnify the muUunodal transport operator against 
loss resulting from inadequacy or inaeduracy of tee particulars refen’cd to in 
sub-section fi). 

(3) The right of tee multimodal transport operator under sub-section (2) 
shall in no way limit his liability under the multimodal transport contract to 
any person other than the consignor. 

CHAPTER IV 

Respohsietlities and LaABiiaTiEs OF THE MuL-rrMODAL Transport Operator 

13 . (1) The multimodal transport operator shall be* liable for loss 
resulting from— 

(n) any loss of, or damage to, the consignment; 
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(b) delay in delivery of the consignment and any consequential 
loss or damage arising from such delay, j 

where such loss, damage or delay in delivery took place while the con¬ 
signment was in his charge: 

Provided that the multimodal transport operator shall not be liable if 
he proA'es that no fault or neglect on his part or that of his servants or 
agents had caused or contributed to such loss, damage or delay in deli¬ 
very; 

Provided further that the multimodal transport operator shall not be 
liable for loss or damage arising out of delay in delivery unless the con¬ 
signor had made a declaration of interest in timely delivery which has 
been accepted by the multimodal transport operator. 

'Explo.nation .—For the purposes of this sub-section, “delay in delivery” 
shall be deemed to occur when the consignment has not been delivered 
within the time expressly agreed tipon or, in the absenoe of such 
agreement, within a reasonable time required by a diligent multimodal 
transport operator, having regard to the circumstances of the case, to 
effect the delivery of the consignment. 

(2) If the consignment has not been delivered within ninety consecu¬ 
tive days following the date of delivery expressly agreed upon or the 
reasonable time referred to in the Explanation to sUb-section (I), the 
claimant may treat the consignment as lost, 

14.. (7) Where a multimodal transport operator becomes liable for 
any loss of, or damage to, any consignment, the nature and value where¬ 
of have not been declared by the consignor before such consignment 
has been taken in charge by the multimodal transport operator and the) 
stage of transport at which such loss or damage occurred is not known, 
then the liability of the multimodal transport operator to pay compen¬ 
sation shall not exceed two Special Drawing Rights per kilogram of the 
gross weight of the consignment lost or damaged or 666.67 Special 
Drawing Rights per package or unit lost or damage, whichever is 
higher. 


Explanation .—^For the purposes of this sub-section, where a container, 
pallet or similar article of transport is loaded with more than one pack¬ 
age or unit, the packages or units enumerated in the muhimodal transport docu¬ 
ment, as packed in such container, pallet or similar article of transport 
shall be deemed as packages or units. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (7), if the mul¬ 
timodal transportation does not, according to the multimodal transport 
contract. Include carriage of goods by sea or by inland waterways, the 
liability of the multimodal transport operator shall be limited to an 
amount not exceeding 8.33 Special Drawing Rights per kilogram of the 
gross weight of the goods lost or damaged. 
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15, Where a mulitimodal transport operator becomes liable for any loss 
of, or damage to, any consignment^ the nature and value whereof have not 
been declared by the consignor before such consignment has been taken 
in charge by the multimodal transport operator and the stage of trans¬ 
port at which such loss or damage occurred is known, then the limit of 
the liability of the multimodal transport operator for such loss or damage 
shall be determined in accordance with the provisions of the relevant law 
applicable in relation to the mode of transport during the course of which 
the loss or damage occurred and any stipulation in the multimodal trans¬ 
port contrm:t to the contrary shall be void and unenforceable. 


16. Where delay in delivery of the consignment occurs under any of 
the circumstances mentioned in the Explanation to sub-sectiou (I) of 
section 13, or any consequential loss or damage arises from such delay, 
then, the liability of the multimodal transport operator shall be limited 
to the freight payable for the consignment so delayed. 


17. (1) Assessment of compensation for loss of, or damage to, the con¬ 
signment shall be made with reference to the value of such consignment 
at the place where, and time on which, such consignment is delivered to 
the consignee or at the place and time when, in .accordance with the mul¬ 
timodal Iransport contract, it should have been delivered. 

(2) The value of the consignment shall be determined according to 
the current commodity exchange price, or, if there is no such price, ac¬ 
cording to the current market price, or, if the current market price is not 
ascertainable, with reference to the normal value of consignment of the. 
same kind and quantity. 

18. The multimodal transport operator shall not be entitled to the be¬ 
nefit of the limitation of liability unde; any of the provisions of this Chap¬ 
ter if it is proved that the loss, damage nr delay in delivery of consign¬ 
ment resulted from an act or omission of the multimodal transport 
operator with intent to cause such loss, damage or delay or recklessly 
and with knowledge that such loss, damage or delay would probably 
result. 

19. The multimodal transport operator shall not. in any case, be liable 
for an amount greater than the liability for toh'.il loss of goods for which 
a person will be entitled to make a claim against him under the provisions 
‘of this Ordinance, 
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20. (1) The dc]ivery of the consignment to the consignee by the multi- 
mcklal transport operator shall be treated as prima iacie ex idence of delivery 
of the goods as described in the multimodal transixirt document unless notice 
of the general nature of loss of, or damage to, the goods is given in writing, 
by the consignee to the multimodal transport operator .it the lime of handing 
over of the goods to the consignee. 

(2) Where the loss or damage is not apparent, the provisions of sub¬ 
section (J) shall apply unless notice in writing is given by the consignee of 
the loss of, or damage to, the goods within six consecutive days after the day 
when the goods were handed over to the consignee. 

CHAPTER V 
Miscellaneous 

21. (/) Where the consignor hands over such goods as may be pres¬ 
cribed to a multimodal tran.sporl operator or any person acting on behalf of 
Euoh operator, the consignor shall inform him of the nature of the dangerous 
goods and, if necessary, the precautions to be taken while transporting such 
goods. 

(2) Where the consignor fails to inform the multimodal transport operatoif 
or the other person acting on behalf of such operator of the nature of the 
dangeirous goods and such operator or person does not otherwise have know¬ 
ledge of the dangerous goods—- 

(a) the consignor shall be liable to the multimodal transport opera¬ 
tor or the other person acting on behalf of such operator for a'l loss 
resulting from the multimodal transportation of such goods; and 

(b) the goods at any time be unloaded, destroyed and rendered 
innocuous, as the circumstances may require, without payment of com¬ 
pensation. 

22. (J) The multimodal transport operator who has not been paid the 
amount of consideration stipulated in the multimodal transport contract shall 
have a lien on the consignment and on the documents in his possession. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sections 13, Id and 18, ihe 
period during which the goods are in possession of the multimodal iran.S!port 
operator in exivcise of his right of lien referred tO' in sub-secTion (/) shall 
not be included for the purposes of calculating the time of delay under any 
of those sections. 

23. Notwithstanding anything contained in any other provision of this 
Ordinance, it shall be lawful for the parties to tihe multimodal transport con¬ 
tract to include in the multimodal transport document any provision relating 
to general average. 

Explamtion.^For the purposes of this section, “general average” means 
loss, damage or expense reasonably incurred in order to avert danger to 
property in common peril and in the common interest involved in the multi¬ 
modal transportation. 
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24. The multimodal transport operator shall not h: liable under any of 
the provistions of this Oixlinancc unless action against him is hrdught wilhia 
nine months of— 

(a) the date of delivery of the goods, or 

(b) the date when the goods should have been delivered, or 

(c) the date on and from whidh the party cniiLled to receive 
delivery of t(he goods has the right to treat the goods as lost under sub¬ 
section (2) of section 13. 

25. Any party to the multimodal transix>Tt contract may institute an 
action in a court which is competent and witihin the jurisdiction of which is 
situated one of the following places, namely;— 

(a) the principal place of business, or, in the absence thereof, the 
habitual residence, of the defendant; or 

(h) the place where the raultimodal transport contract was made, 
provided that the defendant has a place of business, branch or agency at 
such place; or 

(c) the place of taking charge of the goods for multimodal trans- 
ptortation or the place of delivery thereof; or 

(d) any other place specified in the multimodal transport contract and 
evidenced in the multimodal transport document. 

26. (1) The parties to a multimodal transport contract treiy provide 
therein that any dispujtc which may arise in ♦elation to multimodal transpor¬ 
tation under the provisions of this Ordinance shall be referred to arbitration. 

(2) The arbitration proceeding may be instituted at such place or in 
accordance with such procedure as may be specified in the multimodal transport 
document. 

27. The Central Government may, by notification in the Odicial Gazette, 
direct that any power exercisable by it under this Ordinance, except the power 
under section 30, shall, in such circumstances and subject to such conditions, 
if any, as may be specified therein, be exercisable also by such odicer of 
authority as may be specified in the notification. 

28. No person registered as a multimodal transport operator shall enter 
into any contract for multimodal transportation except in accordance with the 
provisions of this Ordinance and any contract, to the extent it is inconsistent 
with the said provisions, shall be void and unenforceable. 


29. The provisions of this Ordinance shall have effect notwithstanding any¬ 
thing inconsistent therewith contained in any other law for the time being in 
force or any instrument having effect by virtue of any law other than this 
Ordinance. 
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30. (/) The Central Government may, l>y notification in the Orrieial Ga.cettc% 
make rules for carrying out the provisions of this Ordinance. 

(3) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the loregoing 
provisions, such rules may provide for all or any of the fo’lowing natters, 
namely;—

(3) Evey rule made under thi.s Ordinance shall be laid, as soon as nuy 
be after it is made, before each House of Parliament, while it is in session, for 
a total jicriod of thirty days which may be comprised in one session cr in two 
or more successive sessions, and if, before the expii'y of the session immediately 
following the session or the succesive sessions aforesaid, both Houses agree in 
making any modification in the rule or both Houses agree that the rule slwuld 
not be made, the rule shall thereafter have effect only in such modified form 
or be of no effect, as the case may be; so, however, that any such modification 
or annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything prevhiusly 
done under that rule. 


31 On and from the date of the commencement of this Ordinance, the 
enactments specified in Parts T, II and III of the Sehediile shall be amen.led in 
the manner specified tlierein,

Amendments to the Inicin Carriage of Goods by Sea Act^ 1&25 

(26 of 1925) 

In the Indian Carriage of Goods by Sea Act, 1925,— 

(a) in the Preamble, after the second paragraph, the following 
paragraph shall be inserted, namely:— 

“And whereas the said rules were amended by the Protocol 
signed at Brussels on 23rd February, 1968 and by the Prolrrcol 
signed at Brussels on 21st December, 1979;”; 

(b) in. section 7, in sub-section (i), for the words anfl figures 
“sections 331 and 352”, the words, figures and letters “section 331 and 
Part XA” shall be substituted;

(2) in paragraph 6, in the third sub-paragraph, the fol¬ 
lowing shall be added at the end, namely: — 

“This period may, however, he extended if the 
parties so agree after the cause of action ha.s arisen; 

Provided that a suit may be brought after the expiry 
of the period of one year referred to in this sub-para¬ 
graph within a fuither period of not more than three 
inonih.s as allowed by the court.”; 

(in) in Article IV, in paragraph 5,— 

(1) for the words and figures “amount e.^cCccding 100 1, 
per package or unit”, the words and figures “amount exceed¬ 
ing 666.67 Special Drawing Righis per package or unit or 
two Special Drawing Rights per kilogram of gross weight 
of the goods lost or damaged, whichever is higher” shall be 
substituted; 

(2) after the first sub-paragraph, the following- sub- 
paragaphfi shall be inserted, name'y: — 

“Where a container, pallet or similar article of 
transport is used to consolidate gbods, the : number ■ of 
package or units enumerated in the bill of lading and 
as packed in such article of tran^ibrt shall' fee deemed 
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to be ihe nujnber of packages or unils for the purposes 
of this paragraph as far as these packages or units are 
cooceined. 

Neither liie carrier nor the ship shall be entitled to 
the benefit ol (he limitation of liability provided for in 
(his paragraph if it is proved that (he damage resulted 
from an act or omission of (he carrier done with intent 
to cause damage, or recklessly and with knowledge that 
damage would probably result. 

Where 'be nature or value of the goods has been 
knowingly misstated by the shipper in the bill of lading, 
the liability of (he carrier or ship shall not exceed the 
value so stated,’’,
